THE LABOR 


OF PRISONERS. 


Every man who 'marrlc« should weigh all of Its responsibilities care- 


fully, and 'personally l' do not 'fi'bl that any man has the right to ask a 
'woman to become Ills wife unless ho Uas the ability and fully Intends to1 


do all lie can to support her.' We ouslit to IIAVP, 'stringent marriage laws, 
stringent divorce laws and stringent abandonment laws, and those who 


• In-oak them should;pay the legal .penalty. . . 


I recognize fully the dilTiculty of doing anything lilie complete Justice 


in an abandonment case. In such cases the real aim is not so much the 
punishment of the offender as it is to bring' the careless husband back to 
a realization o,£ his duties In the support of ills family. Therefore, when the 
dedcrtlnif husband, is arrested, what does the state do under the law?' -It 
locks him up and thereby compels him to do the very thing for which lie is 
aiTC,stcd—namely, fall to support Ills children. 
• 


But there is a way by which the Imprisoned-husband may contriuut* 


toward the support of his family, and that Is by receiving such wages a» 
flrc proper from the state during the term of his Imprisonment. This .is 
not revolutionary; It is the law In the District of Columbia,.and Its wisdom, 
stale laws. In the uniform desertion act, which they drew, up three or four 
.years 11(50 to submit lo the leglslaturea'of Ihe'yarlo'us stales, that provision 


was included.
